The Detroit daily papers have 
published articled from au eminent 
Freuch Scientist, who discovered a 
possible way for the blind to see 
without eyes, and now be comes 
forward and claims that it is pos¬ 
sible to bear without ears. Here Is 
one of the clippings: 

“The whole question rests on 
the ability of science to so tiain 11 re 
centers of audition, situate in the 
middle ear, that they will pick up 
vibrations couveyed to them 
through the skull, or through the 
mouth and nasal passages. 

“The difficulty has beeu, not to 
achieve the above result, which is 
comparatively simple, as anyone 
who has held a watch betweeu his 
teeth knows, but to separate and 
disitinguisli between the various 
vibrations so that the auditive 
nerves may catch and hold separate 
sounds long enough for them to be 
interpreted by the brain. 

“This cannot lie aooruplished l»y* 
machinery, although it Is the prin¬ 
ciple of most of the electrical and 
other devices for deaf people. It 
is a question entirely of education 
of the auditive nerve, and that is 
what we are working on. 

“ There seems no valid reason 
why a totally deaf person should 
uot train his auditive centers to 
reacts through the center instead 
of the side of the buccal cavity. 
Experiments have in fact proven 
the complete reasonableness of the 
theory.”

If yon ever happen to have any| 
thing to do witli the training of a 
left handed child, do not try to 
make the child become right hand’ 
ed. Let Nature alone. I3y tamper 
lug, you are likely to interfere witli 
the ohlld’s mental development. 
The facts are brought out by a 
writer, in his hook “a Parents’ 
Manual,” published by the Century 
Company, New York. 

“ Parents worry when they dis 
oover their children are left-hand 
ed,” he says They will do all they 
can to change them over to right- 
handeduesa. They may succeed in 
doing so, hut at a great risk, and 
usually with hud consequences 
which show themselves with the 
years. 

“ The reason for the usual right- 
baudeduuHs is that we are generally 
right-sided. In (he evolution of the 
human race the left hemisphere of 
the brain has developed functionally 
beyond tbe right. Now, as we have 
the ourlous arraugeumeot that all 
the nerve connections of the body 
cross over to the opposite side, and 
being functionally the stronger, 
makes us rigirt-hHnded. In the 
left-hander, the right hemisphere 
is preponderant. Furthermore 
we know that all functions 
have certain definite centers in the 
brain and that the manual centres 
are in close proximity to speech 
centers and intimately allied with 
them. 


“The result of this condition !b 
that an interference with the 
natural arrangement such as forcing 
a left-handed child to use his right 
hand, produces distubanoes in this 
relation. This explains why a left- 
handed child who is forced away 
from his natural endowment or 
loses it through acoident or imita¬ 
tion is likely to develop speech 
defect, like stammering, or be¬ 
come nervous and generally awk¬ 
ward.”
